Acting Assistant Surgeon De Forest reports, October 2: 

Cholera in Russia, period from September 18 to October 1, 1909, inclusive. 
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No quarantinable diseases exist in Libau. 

ST. LUCIA ISLAND. 

Reports from Castries — Inspection and fumigation of vessels- — Sanitary 

conditions. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Maylie reports, September 20 and 27, and 
October 4 : 

Week ended September 18. Vessels inspected, 6; fumigated, 5. 
Week ended September 27. Vessels inspected, 14; fumigated, 13. 
Week ended October 2. Vessels inspected, 9; fumigated, 6. 

Sanitary condition of port and island good. No quarantinable 
diseases exist. 

SUMATRA. 

Status of cholera in the Djambi district. 

Consul Rairden at Batavia, Java, reports, August 28: 
The government gazette reports 9 cases of cholera with 5 deaths in 
the Djambi district, Sumatra, from August 1 to 10.
